NEW CLASSIFICATION OF THE DAFFODIL. 

For some years a general want was felt by Daffodil exhibitors for a wider classifica- 
tion of the Daffodil than the then existing one, which had not been found sufficiently 
elastic to take in several new forms of the Narcissus family raised by hybridists since the 
great Daffodil Conference of 1884. The Narcissus Committee of the Royal Horticultural 
Society was approached on the subject, and to meet the case appointed in 1909 a sub- 
committee to carefully go into the matter, and see how far the existing classification could 
be modified or altered so as to facilitate the placing of the many new seedlings now being 
raised. A good deal of time and careful study was given by the members of the sub- 
committee to the subject, and the revised classification which they brought forward in 
1910 was almost unanimously accepted by the full Narcissus Committee of the Royal 
Horticultural Society. In the following pages we have adopted to a great extent this 
classification, which we hope will be of valuable assistance to exhibitors of Daffodils 
and to amateurs who desire to make a selection of distinct types. As v/ill be seen, 
10 distinct divisions have been made together with a section (Div. XI.) at the end to 
take in a few unclassed species and hybrids. With each division we have given its 
distinguishing character.

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Culture and Adaptation of the Daffodil Outdoors. 

Soil and its Treatment The DalTodil will thrive in any ordinary garden soil, but prefers 

a deep, rather moist loam. When the soil is of a dry and sandy nature, it should be deeply dug, if 
possibi; at least a season before planting the bulbs, well-decayed f f ^ 

or other vegetable or annual crop grown on the ground. Before the bulbs aie planted a sprmldmg^^^^^ 
quick-lime sdiouhl be spread on the surface and then dug m. If it is not convenient o ^ 

of Vegetables or Annuals, then, in digging, mix with the soil crushed 

the square yard. The ammoniacal properties of stable manure are injurious to the Daffodil , considerable 
risk h therefore incurred by using it! On good retentive loamy soils stable manure is not reipiired and 
should not be used, but a dressing of lime once in every three years, with an annual dressing of Basic 

Slae at the rate of yi oz. to the square yard, may prove beneficial. , , , , , ,, 

^Freshly dug Soil should he allowed to stand vacant two to three weeks before planting, to allow 
the ground to settle down, otherwise the freshly planted bulbs are sometimes drawn undei considerab y 
below their proper depth, and the bloom in conse<iuence is apt to be weakened and letardcd the liist seaso i. 

The Best AND Sakest Manures to use are Crushed Bones, Dissolved Bones, Btisic 
Phytobroma { for price see pare 38). This should be applied at planting time, and may be mixed with he 
soil; the CruLd or Dissolved Bones may be applied at the rate of 6 cwt. to the acre or ^ o- ^ 
square yard and Basic Slag may be applied in same manner at the rate of I ton to the acre, or 7..^ oz. to 
the square yard. We recommend for light soils Crushed Bones (provided they

{/or price seepa^'C 38), to be sprinkled annually in the autumn over the surface of the ground, after planting, 
at the rate of 2 cwt. to the acre, or about 2 oz. to the square yard. The potash not “"'y 
of colour in the dowers, but also helps to hold moisture in the sod, an essential condition to the perfect 
development of the DalTodil.

In EAR^-'srR!NG,*ts soon as the Daffodils begin to show above ground, the surface soil should be 
well broken with a hoe, to sweeten it after the heavy winter rams ; a handy tool for this pin pose will be 
found offered on page 37. Where practicable it is advisable to cover the ground in November with some 
light covering ma^enal (the idea is to prevent the autumn rains from beating down the crust of the giound, 
an^ to break the severity of a sudden frost).

however, answers the same purpose ; cut fern or bracken is bad, as it lies too wet ; old pea sticks laid 
across the ground are good, or on dower beds sprays or small branches of cut ", °uu,

Planting and Lifting.— The best time to plant, to obtain the finest dowers, is early 
Autumn (as ear^ as (mssiblel, alihono-h bulbs may be put in as late as Christmas with fairly satisfactory 
results ■ we have planted some Daffodils as late as the second week in I-ebruary, and had some vciy good 
blooms the third vveek in May. We recommend, however, zar// planting for best 'exults Ihe ‘"‘VT 

be left undisturbed for years in ordinary good loamy sods, but on poor and light sods they are better 
lifted every two years, as soon as the foliage has died down, replanting the best bulbs either immedu tc- y 
0"“ early as is Lnvenient. Never plant when the ground is wet and sticky. Do not put silver sand 

around the bulbs of Narcissi except in the case of N. corbulana. ,-r.vprin<. 

Depth to Plant.— The average depth to plant is from 2 to 3 inches, that is to say, a cover mg 
of 2 to 3 inches of soil, but not more. As the bulbs vary considerably m size, according to the 
relative varieties, the best rule to go by is the bulb itself, which should be covered with soil once and ci ha f 
its own depth, measuring the bulb from the collar of its neck to its actual base. On light sandy sods the 

bulbs may be planted a tride deeper than on heavy stiff sods, and in the North of England and 

localities they should be put in a little deeper than in the warmer southern districts. 

Position and Grouping for Effect.-All Daffodils prefer partial shade, although 
most of them will grow equally well in the open. The varieties which are 

are indicated in the following pages by an ». In the dower border, to obtain the best effect. Daffodils 
should be planted in large groups of irregular outline, each group or clump to contain one variety only , 
avoid straiglit lines, circles, and symmetrical designs. Masses of Daffodi s should ^

Naturalising DafTodilS in Grass, Etc.— All Daffodils may be planted in grass 
with perfect success. To produce the best effect, the three groups should be kept separa e : the Star 

Narcissi should not be mixed with the Great 'Irumpets, nor loets Narcissi with V ^ 

jdantiug, make the breaks large and bold, scatte.ing the bulbs over the ground '^™adca t 
and planting them where they fall. Avoid symmetrical lines or formal circles as far as possd e as these 
are not found in nature. In planting under trees, avoid jilaces where the drip from the branches is 

greatest, also where the main roots of the trees come close to the surface. 1 nn 

DAFFODII.S never look more beautiful or are seen to greater advantage than when "K

Irving, Obvallaris, S))urius, Lent Lily, Princeps, Scolicus, Albicans, Pallklus Pnvco\, Moschatus of Ilaworih 
vvery pretty in grass), Queen of Spain (in our opinion the most beautiful of all lor this purpose), ami 
all varieties of Poeticus, including the old Double White. The Varieties underlined we do not 
recommend for the cultivated border, as they deteriorate the second year, while in woodlands, grass, or 
meadowland they nourish. 

Varieties for Naturalising in Grasslands, Parks, Meadows, on Lawns, etc. — The following 
fine trumpet varieties are all good strong growers, as well as being distinct and effective — Emperor, 
Empress, P. K. Barr, Golden Spur, Queen oe Spain, W. P. Milner, Hoksfiei.dii, Mada.me 
Plemp, Mrs. Thompson; of the chalice-cupped varieties the following are best suited to the jjurpose 
— Incomparabilis Heautv, Frank Miles, Stella superba, Sir Watkin; Leedsii M. M. de 
Graaff, Minnie Hume, and Mrs. Langtry; Barrii conspicuus, Flora Wilson, Crown Prince, 
Ellen Barr, Falstaff, John Bain, Odorus and O. rugulosus ; of the Poets’ Narcissi for planting 
in grass we recommend Poeticus ornatus, Almira, Herrick, and Poetarum and the late Pheasant’s 
F 2 ye (Poeticus recurvus); of the double-flowered daffodils, the Old Double Yellow (Telamonius 
plenus), Butter and Eggs, Eggs and Bacon, and Codlins and Cream may be used. 

For Lawns and Tennis Courts which have to be mown early we recommend the dainty Minimus, 
Cyclamineus, Minor, Nanus, and Lobularis. Being very early varieties the grass may be safely mown in May. 

Varieties for Planting by the Water Side. — Daffodils produce a charming effect when growing 
at the water’s edge. The following varieties we can strongly recommend for this purpose — and 

Odorus rugulosus^ with their rush-like foliage and graceful golden flowers ; Duchess of Westminster^ 
John Bain^ and the old late Pheasant's Eye Narcissus [Poeticus rean-vus), with their graceful starry 
flowers ; Emperor^ P. P. Barry and Empress, three noble trumpeters ; Sir Watkiny Barrii coiispicuuSy 
Stella superbdy Beauty y Frank MileSy and llic Dcuble White Poeticus or Gardenia-flowered A'arcissusy 
etc. In choice spots near the water’s edge the charming little Cyclamineus should be planted, as also 
the sulphur-coloured Hoop Petticoat Narcissus (A^. Biclbocodium citrinum), both of which luxuriate in 
moist grassland. 

Method of Planting Daffodils in Grass. — We recommend for this work our Special Bulb 
I’lanter {see illustratiouy page 37 ). By the use of this implement the trouble of planting bulbs in 
grass is reduced to a minimum. It takes out a clean, circular piece of turf 2 to 2^- inches in diameter, and 
of sufficient depth. On making the second hole this piece of turf is released from the planter and lies ready 
on the ground to cover the bulb with, 'i'he soil is not in any way tightly pressed and made hard, which 
is the case when an ordinary dibber is used, and the appearance of the grass is not spoilt ; in fact, after 
planting io,ooo bulbs with this tool on a greensward, one could hardly detect that the grass had been touched. 
If the ground is very poor and thin, a compost of fresh soil with an abundance of Crushed Bones (7 lbs. 
to a bushel) or Phytobroma (3 lbs. to bushel) should be made and a little of the compost dropped into 
each hole before placing in the bulb, a little more should be given as a covering, and then llie sod of 
turf be replaced and pressed down. The bulbs will then be given a fair start in their new (luarlers. 
{For price of Barrs Special Bulb Plantery see page 37.) 

The Best Time for Planting in Grass is with the advent of the autumn rainsy when the ground 
is in a fairly moist condition, it being impossible to plant whilst the ground is hard and solid from the 
summer heat; moreover, nothing is gained by planting in hot dry ground, to say notliing of the cost and 
labour of planting. 

Cutting Daffodils for Decoration. 

To obtain very fine blooms Daffodils should be cut in a young state, just when the bud is bursting, 
placed in water and allowed to expand in a greenhouse or sitting-room. The blooms opened in this 
way are larger and finer in texture and purer in colour than those which develop out of doors. 

Culture of Daffodils in Pots or Boxes. 

Time of Potting. — P ot as early in autumn as possible to obtain the finest results and earliest blooms. 

The best Compost to pot Daffodils in is a mixture of two-thirds gt)otl fibrous loam, and one- 
third old decayed leaf soil, with a sprinkling of sharp silver sand, adding li Ihs. of bone meal or i lb. 
Phytobroma {see page 38) to every bushel of soil, which mix well together before using. In all cases the 
soil used should be fresh and sweet ; never pot in soil that is wet or sticky. In order to destroy all 
injurious insect life it is a good plan to sterilise potting soil before adding the Phytobroma or boncmeal ; 
we recommend for this purpose the Kondine Soil Steriliser, price 40/- (full particulars on application), 
or small quantities of soil can be sterilised in a sack by pouring over it a large kettle of boiling water and 
then spreading out the soil to dry. This will prevent a great deal of after trouble from worms or insects 
attacking the bulb roots. 

The Pots should be carefully washed out with boiling water and wiped dry before using. Never pot 
in dirty or wet pots. 

Good Drainage should be secured by placing three or more pieces of charcoal (in preference to 
broken crocks) over the drainage hole, covering the charcoal or crocks with a little rough fibre from the 
loam. When boxes are used, the slit at bottom of box should be covered with pieces of charcoal, a 
good layer of rough fibrous loam or leaf soil placed at bottom of box to ensure perfect drainage. 

Covering the Bulbs.— T he larger bulbs need not be quite covered with soil, the level of which 
should he half an inch below the rim of the pot to allow of watering when the bulbs are in growth. 
Bulbs of the miniature species should be covered with half an inch of soil. 

After potting, stand the pots or boxes outside in the open, on a firm bottom such as a bed ol 
ashes or a gravel path to prevent the entrance of worms. They should then be surrounded and com- 
pletely covered with Peat-fibre, Cocoa Fibre, or old decayed leaf soil, the top of the pots being

2 inches below ihe surface of the covering material. This will secure a natural and moist condition to 
the bulbs and encourage root action. So long as the pots remain buried they will require no watering. 

TiiF POTS OR BO.XBS SHOULD RBMAIN PLUNGED for a period of not less than twelve weeks, aftei 
which first-early sorts (marked i in catalogue), such as Golden Spur, Henry Irving, Oisvallaris, 
■etc may be transferred to a greenhouse or sitting-room where the night temperature does not exceed 55 
and that of the day 60°. A higher temperature should not be given if well-developed blooms are wished 
for. If the pots are taken into a sitting-room they should be kept during the day m a sunny window and 
at all times should be protected from draughts and gas heat. Later-llowering Daffodils (marked in 
cataloeuc 2, it, and 4) should be brought into warmth later and in succession, thus sorts marked 4 should 
Tot be removal from the plunging bed until February or March. No Daffodils *‘11 bear hard forcing or 
bottom heat. After the bulbs are out of the plunging bed, give the plants as much light and air .as possible, 
and once a week a very little weak liciuid manure water until they come into bloom. , 1 

Of the stronger growing sorts use three to six Intlbs. according to size of bulb, for a pot measuring 4J to 6 
inches in diameter ; of the small miniature kinds, such as N. Minimus, Nanus, hhnor, Cydammeus, Triandius 
funcifolitis, and Bulbocodiums, use twelve to eighteen bulbs for a 4.^- to 6-inch pot. These small-flowered 
dwarf-growing species are most charming in pots or little shallow pans. The following may be had in bloom 
in lan^ry :-Minimus, Minor, Nanus, and Cycl.amineus, and these maybe mingled with Scillasibirica and 
Chionodoxas, as both bloom at the same pcrioil and produce a charming contrast, hor pot-culture he 
largest bulbs only oi Minimus, Cyclaminens, Tnandrus, mA Corlmlarias should be used, as being colleeted 
when in bloom there is an uncertainty in their ilowering the first season. The White HooP Tetticoat 
Narcissus should be potted in almost pure sand kept well moist, and if placed M once m a cold frame a te 
potting may be had in bloom by Christmas. {See Rock Garden Collections of Miniature Daffodils, 

If Daffodils are wanted in quantity for cutting early in the season, plant thickly m boxes, giving 
same culture as recommended above for growing in pots. Of the best varieties 

in boxes, the following command a first place : First early iur/r— Queen of spam. Excelsior, Heniy Irving, 
Victoria. Golden .Spur, Sir Waikin, Tel.amonius plenus; Second early sorts— hmpetor, Lmpiess, Ilorsfieldii, 
1'. R. Barr, Barrii conspicuus. Beauty, Stella su|)erba, Lcedsii Bridesmaid, Fairy Queen, etc. 

CULTURE OF DAFFODILS IN VASES AND BOWLS 
In Barr’s New Peat-fibre Mixture. 

A charming effect can be obtained by growing Daffodils in fancy vases or bowls, with or without 
drainage holes, by simply using our specially prepared Fertilised Peat-fibre, Shell .and Charcoal Mixture (leady 
for ^. 3" 6,/. L b'usLl, IX. per‘peck); the mixture is light, clean, and nice to handle remains 
sweet : indeed, it is preferable to soil where Daffodils and other bulbs are grown in fancy bowls and vases. 

Culture.— Fill the vase or bowl with the hibre. Shell and 
Charcoal Mixture up to within a little below the rim, and plant 
the bulbs in the same manner as with ordinary potting soil, just 
covering them ; the mixture may be shaken down into place 
after planting and lightly watered, but should not be pressed 
down lightly, or the bulbs will be forced upwards when root 
growth commences. 

After planting, either of the following plans may be adopted 
(rt) The bowls or vases may be plunged outdoors on a bed of 
cocoa fibre or ashes, and covered entirely with cocoa fibre, 
leaving them thus for to to 12 weeks, when the bulbs will have 
made some top growth. 

(i) Or the howls may be plunged in a cold fr.ame, .airy cellar, 
or out-house instead of outdoors ; with this treatment, however, 
it will be necessary to occasionally give water. 

(f) A third plan is to place the bowls after potting in a dark 
or moderately dark airy jilace, cool but not too cold , they must 
not be placed in a close cupboard or the bulbs will certainly sufiei. 

In the case of bowls plunged outdoors there will be no need 
to give any attention in the way of watering, etc., as they will, 
of course, have abundance of moisture from the autumn^ rams. 

Where, however, the bulbs are not exposed to the rain, the 
bowls should be examined once or twice a w'eek, care being 
taken that the fibre mixture is kept uniformly damp ; but for 
the first week or two after planting water should be given very 
sparingly, sufficient only to keep the fibre damp enough to en-

courage root action. As soon as the bulbs are well rooted, water should be given more freely, the fibre 
mixluT-e being then kept cjuite moist ; if the mixture is allowed at any tune to become dry, even foi a da> , 
the buds will go blind ; should by any chance too much water have been given, the bowls may be drained 

bv carefully tipping Ihem on their side. If obtainable rain water is the best to use. 

^ When the bulbs have made some top growth the bowls should be removed to the sunny wmdow of a 
sitting room, where they will get the morning sun, or be kept in a cool greenhouse close to the glass, it 
being’ necessary that they should be given sutficient light and air to prevent the foliage from becoming 

draw n. Draughts and gas heat must be carefully avoided. ^ 1 ,.,0 n.Vlp k 

No bottom heat should be given, and a temperature of 55 to 60 by day and 50 to 5, by night i.s 
sufficient to obtain good blooms ; the bulbs resent too warm a temperature.

Miniature Daffodils for the “ Roch Garden.” 

The following are charming little subjects for rockwork, where their dainty flowers are seen to 
perfection. They should he left undisturbed for years, and, if happy, will soon establish themselves 
and afford a lovely picture in early spring. All the Corhularias (except Corbularia monophylla) and 
Cyclamineus like moisture, and should therefore be planted at the foot of the rockery. Corbularia 
monophylla flourishes in a warm dry sheltered situation, planted in almost pure sand ; when coming 
into bloom give water freely. Triandrus albus (^Angel's Tears) and Jundfolius delight in partial shade 
and a light gritty soil, and should he given a well-drained position. In the case of these Miniature 
Daffodils, the ground may be carpeted with close-growing surface-rooting plants, such as Arenaria 
eiespitosa. Thymus serpyllum vars., T. lanuginosus, Herniaria glabra. Mossy Saxlfragas, etc. ; these plants 
provide a natural protection for these little bulbs, besides keeping their dainty blooms from being splashed 
and soiled in rainy weather. We prefer, however, seeing these little gems peeping out of grass, and can 
supply seed of suitable fine dwarf grasses for sowing in September after planting the bulbs; this sowing 
will give a fine green carpet by the following spring when the Narcissi bloom.

The following list of Daffodils embraces the highest class and most distinct varieties, 
surpassing in beauty and diversity all other assortments offered to the public. It 
represents the cream of our Collection (over 500 kinds), and the best of the newest varieties 
in commerce up to 1913, several being offered to the public for the first time. 

During the past few years we have rejected many of the older kinds which we considered 
had been superseded by better sorts at equally mo derate prices ; we can, however, generally 
supply such if required. 

Time of Flowering. — The relative period of flowering of the different varieties and species 
out of doors we have denoted by means of numbers after the names, thus : 

(1) 1st early, flowering from February to early March. 

(2) 2nd early, flowering in March. 

(3) Varieties flowering in mid-season, or early in April. 

(4) Late-flowering varieties, from middle to end of April. 

(5) Very late-flowering varieties, opening in May. 

The actual period of blooming depends upon the season and district ; thus in early districts (i) would 
commence in January and early February, while in colder districts end of February or beginning of March ; 
but the natural rotation would remain the same. 

Height . — In most cases we give also the heights in inches as recorded at our Nurseries. 

Quality of Flower. — Each season we go carefully over our Daffodil collection with a view to 
recording the quality of each variety. This we indicate by x, xx, xxx, and xxxx, giving the most marks 
to those we judge to be the finest. We trust this record may be found useful to amateurs in making 
their selections. 

Cultural Marks. — * The varieties marked thus * thrive best under the shade of deciduous 
trees, naturalised in grass in shady nooks, or on grassy slopes facing north. 

t indicates those kinds which should he selected where Daffodils are grown in pots or for 
exhibition ; they are, however, in most cases also splendid border varieties. 

§ indicates those Daffodils which, besides being fine border plants, make a pretty effect when 
naturalised in grass ; they are all strong growers and free bloomers.
